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THE TARIFF BILL 
HAS BEEN PASSED 


PROVIDES 
FOR 
CREASE OF 
$40000,000 IN - 
REVENUE. 


Committee of Ways and Means Re­ 
ports a Measure, Which Is Passed 
by an Almost Solid Party Vote— 
Text cf 
the Bill and W hat It 
Will Do, 


Washington, Dec. 27.—The house on 
Thursday responded to the appeal of 
the president by passing a tariff bill, 
the operation of which is limited to 
two and a half years and which is de­ 
signed to raise $40,000,000 for the relief 
of the treasury. The bond bill will be 
passed to-day. The vote was on party 
lines with two exceptions. The republic­ 
ans all voted for the bill except Hart­ 
man (Mont.), who did not vote, and the 
democrats and populists against it save 
Newlands (pop., Nev.), who voted in 
favor of the measure. 
The especial order under which the 
bill was brought to a vote, after three 
and a half hours of debate, was iron­ 
clad in its character and compelled the 
members to adopt or reject it without 
opportunity of offering amendments of 
any kind. 
The bill repeals the present tariff law 
until Aug. I, 1898. It restores 60 per 
•cent of the McKinley rates on wool and 
woolens, lumber and carpets, and makes 
a horizontal increase of the present 
rates in all ether schedules, except 
sugar, of 15 per cent. 
When the bill was put upon its pass­ 
age it was passed 205 to 81, the vote 
being taken by yeas and nays. There 
was no demonstration of any kind on 
the announcement of the vote. 
Mr. 
Cannon, the delegate from Utah, asked 
for immediate consideration of a joint 
resolution directing the secretary of the 
territory of Utah to turn over to the 
governor of Utah, upon the issuance of 
the executive proclamation admitting 
the territory as a state, all United States 
property in the hands of the secretary. 
The resolution was adopted and then 
at 5:37 the house adjourned until to-day. 
The report of the committee accom­ 
panying the bill is in part as follows: 
“Your committee regards the chronic 
deficiency of revenue for the last two 
years and a half as a most potent cause 
of the difficulties which the treasury has 
encountered and an important factor in 
the creation and promotion of that seri­ 
ous distrust which has paralyzed busi­ 
ness and dangerously shaken confi­ 
dence even in the financial operations 
of the government. It is as impossible 
for a government to have a continuous 
deficiency of revenue for two years and 
a half without affecting its financial 
standing as it is for an individual. It 
is impossible also for a government to 
continue in this condition without cast­ 
ing a shadow of doubt and discourage­ 
ment over all business operations with­ 
in its borders. And up to the present 
time there is no sufficient ground for 
opining that this insufficiency of rev­ 
enue will not continue during the re­ 
mainder of the fiscal year; and how 
much longer no one can safely predict 
“Insufficiency of revenue has made it 
necessary to use the redeemed United 
States legal-tender notes to pay current 
•expenditures, and thus to supply ad­ 
ditional means to draw gold from the 
greenback redemption fund—in short 
to create the “endless chain” of which 
the secretary of the treasury complains 
and which has made it necessary to 
sell issue after issue of bonds to re­ 
plenish the reserve. It is evident that 
so long as there is insufficient revenue 
bond sale after bond sale will be re- 
had been asufflciency of revenue these 
had been a sufficiency of revenue there 
redeemed legal-tender notes would not 
have been paid out at once and there 
would have been so much the lees op­ 
portunity to draw gold from the treas­ 
ury. Indeed, there is good reason to 
believe that if in the first six months of 
the distrust which inauguarted the run 
on the redemption fund the treasury 
had been receiving revenue more than 
adequate to meet expenditures, so as 
to temporarily hold the redeemed gov­ 
ernment notes, the disposition to pre­ 
sent these notes for redemption would 
have soon been overcome. 
“The suggestion that we need no more 
revenue because we have a cash balance 
of $50,000,000 of government notes in 
the treasury that can be used to pay ary 
deficiency for the next six or twelve 
months is, in effect, a proposition to 
issue more bonds to meet a deficiency 
which would be met at onee by provid­ 
ing more revenue. Your committee be­ 
lieves that it is the duty of the house of 
representatives, to which body the con­ 
stitution commits the inauguration of 
revenue billa, to frame and pass a meas­ 
ure that will yield not far from $40,000,- 
000, sufficient to put an end to a de­ 
ficiency—and to do this without delay, 
too—leaving to others whose co-opera­ 
tion is required to finally place such 
legislation on the statute books to meet 
the responsibility in their own way. 
Two facts have led your committee to 
look to an increase of customs duties 
as the most appropriate source of ad­ 
ditional revenue. They are, first, the 
fact that we are already raising a dis­ 
proportionate amount from internal 
revenue, which has always been regard­ 
ed as a war resort—indeed, Jefferson 
took the ground that excise taxes should 
not be resorted to by the federal gov- i 
eminent as sources of revenue in time 
of peace, and the democratic national 
convention maintained the same doc­ 
trine in 1884. And, secondly, the fact ] 
that by increasing customs duties on j 
imported articles which we can and j 


ought to produce or make at nome, Tor j 
revenue purposes, we can at the same j 
time incidentally encourage 
stricken 
industries and materially aid in turn­ 
ing in our favor the balance of trade 
which has been so heavily against us j 
all through this calendar year, and j 
which has caused a demand for gold for 
export, which out treasury has been 
called to supply. For so long as the 
balance of trade is against us on ac­ 
count of excessive imports we must ex­ 
port geld, or, what is the same thing, 
promises to pay gold, to pay for the ex­ 
cess of imports over exports. 
Your committee have not under­ 
taken a general revision of the tariff 
on protection lines, not only because 
they know that such tariff legislation 
would stand no chance of becoming law, 
but also because general tariff revision 
would require many months, and the 
need is more revenue at once. We be­ 
lieve, however, that this need of more 


revenue bill just presente d by Mr. 
Dingley, and that the debate should 
run until 5 o’clock, when, without in­ 
tervening motion, the vote should be 
taken on the passage of the bill. Mr. 
Henderson 
demanded 
the

question on the adoption of the order, 
which was ordered without division. 
Mr. Henderson then took the floor and 
explained briefly the urgency which 
necessitated such summary action of 
the house on such an important meas­ 
ure. 
Mr. Crisp called the attention of the 
house to the effect of the rule under 
which it was proposed to operate and 
asked every member to weigh his re­ 
sponsibility when he voted for it. He 
Insisted that there was no necessity 
for such a course. This bill was not 
demanded by any department of the 
government. There was no necessity 
for increased revenue.

there was no ome who did not know 
ure increasing all duties of the dutiable 
list and taking from the free list of the 
present tariff a few articles that were 
always on the dutiable list until Aug. 
27, 1894, and which have always been 
important revenue producers, and lim­ 
iting the operation of such legislation 
to about two years and a half—until 
the present deficiency of revenue is 
overcome—ought to receive the approv­ 
al even of those who do not favor pro­ 
tective duties, on patriotic grounds; and 
that the fact that it may incidentally 
encourage the production of many arti­ 
cles that we require at home instead of 
abroad will not be regarded as a ground 
of opposition under present circum­ 
stances. 
“But, while we have presented in the 
brief measure reported a horizontal in­ 
crease of 15 per cent of existing duties 
on all the schedules but two, which is 
an addition of less than 8 per cent to 
the average ad valorem rate—giving 
about $15,000,000 revenue from that 
source—yet more than $25,000,000 of the 
$40,000,000 which it is estimated this 
bill would add to our annual revenue 
will come mainly from wool, which is 
taken from the free list and given a 
moderate duty, and from manufactures 
of wool, which are given a compensa­ 
tory duty equivalent to the duty on wool 
(which is always necessary when a duty 
is placed on wool), in order to give the 
woolgrower the benefit and make It 
possible to manufacture woolens at 
home.” 
“The bill reported by your committee 
proposes to make the duty on imported 
clothing wool 60 per cent of the duty 
imposed by the act of 1890, which would 
give an equivalent of 6 6-10 cents per 
pound on unwashed wool, or about 40 
per cent ad valorem. The duty on man­ 
ufactures of wool is increased by a spe­ 
cific duty equivalent to the duty on 
wool. The duty on carpet wools is left 
at 32 per cent ad valorem, where it was 
placed in 1890. 
Such lumber as was 
placed on the free list by the act of 
1890 is restored to the dutiable list, but 
with a duty of only 60 per cent of the 
duties provided by the act of 1890—giv­ 
ing an equivalent of only about 15 per 
cent. Believing that such an increase 
of revenue as is proposed is essential as 
a first step in the restoration of confi­ 
dence and the restoration of the treas­ 
ury to a sound condition, and that other 
legislation to be proposed to this end 
cannot be effective without adequate 
revenue to meet the expenditures of the 
government, your committee recom­ 
mends the passage of the accompany­ 
ing bill to ’temporarily increase reve­ 
nue to meet the expenses of govern­ 
ment and provide against a defi­ 
ciency.* ** 
The report on the bond bill says that 
the secretary of the treasury now has 
the authority, under the resumption act 
of 1875, to issue and sell ten-year 5 per 
cent bends and thirty-year 4 per cent 
bonds to maintain the fund for vfce 
redemption of United States notes, and 
that he has sold $100,000,000 of the 
former description of bonds but a small • 
amount of the latter description In the 
last two years, and as he announces his 
intention to avail himself of the author­ 
ity given by the resumption act and 
seH more high-rate and long-term 
bonds if necessary the only question is 
whether it is not clearly for the public 
interests that he should have authority 
to sell a lower-rate and shorter-term 
bond. 
The committee thinks it is clearly in 
the public interest that he should have 
this authority and adds: “In granting 
this authority, however, we have in­ 
cluded in the bill a provision that the 
proceeds of the bonds sold shall be used 
exclusively for redemption purposes, 
our object being to secure such a sepa­ 
ration of the redemption fund from the 
ordinary cash in the treasury as will 
maintain and protect the reserve. We 
also provide that such bonds shall be 
offered for sale in such a manner as to 
invite investment among the masses of 
the people.” 
Of the certificates of indebtedness the 
report says: “In our judgment the sec­ 
retary of the treasury should always 
have such authority as this to meet tem­ 
porary deficiencies that are liable to 
arise. Unless this authority is given 
the secretary will indirectly use the 
proceeds of bonds sold under the re­ 
sumption act for redemption purposes 
lo meet the deficiency in the revenue, 
as he has been doing the last two years 
and a half.” 
Mr. Crisp (dem.), of Georgia, an­ 
nounced that no opportunity had been 
allowed to prepare and file the views of 
the minority. 
Mr. Henderson (rep.), of Iowa, from 
the committee on rules, then presented 
the special order under which the house 
was to operate. It provided that im­ 
mediately after the adoption of the rule 
it would be in order to call up the 


that we face a peculiar exigency. The 
treasury was being rapidly depleted and 
since the democracy had come into the 
control of the executive branch of the 
government there had been frequent 
bond issues. The measure at present 
under the consideration was not a gen­ 
eral tariff measure, but an emergency 
bill. He appealed to the house to rise 
to the patriotic level necessary to meet 
the emergency and come to the Presi­ 
dent’s aid. 
Mr. McMillin (dem., Tenn.), replying 
tc Mr. Dalzell, complained of the short­ 
ness of time allowed for debate. Mr. 
Turner (dem., Ga.) called attention to 
the fact that both the president and 
the secretary of the treasury (whom he 
extolled as the greatest secretary of 
the treasury since the days of Alexan­ 
der Hamilton) had given congress the 
highest assurance that there was ample 
revenue in the treasury. He thought the 
increase provided for was unnecessary. 
Mr. Henderson closed the debate. “We 
are not for war,” said Mr. Henderson. 
“The president demanded money. We 
will give it to him. But we have not 
declared war, although war will find 
us ready. Let not the business inter­ 
ests of the country shiver before this 
tempest in a teapot. The country has 
assets. The republican party has re­ 
turned to power in 
the 
legislative 
branch of the government. It will soon 
have the executive and 
then 
never 
again will our 
integrity be put in 
question.” 
At this, point Mr. Linney (rep., N. C.) 
after first stating that as a republican 
he favored the measure which it was 
proposed to pass, asked if this rule 
would not extend to democrats the 
privilege of offering amendments be­ 
fore the vote was taken. 
“It will not,” replied Mr. Henderson. 
Mr. Crisp protested strongly, but Mr. 
Henderson replied that it was useless 
to allow the democrats to propose mod­ 
ifications. The important consideration 
was time, and any amendments offered 
from the other side would only delay the 
passage of the bill. 
None would be 
adopted. 
The rule committee’s order was then 
adopted—213 to 89—a strict party vote, 
save that Linney (N. C.) and Connolly 
(111.), republicans, voted with the dem­ 
ocrats. 
The bill was then read by the direc­ 
tion of the speaker, and Mr. Dingley 
took the floor in advocacy of the bill. 
He closed with an explanation that this 
was not a general revenue bill, and said 
that the general change needed would 
be postponed until the other branches 
of the government were in harmony 
with the house. 
Mr. Crisp, who followed Mr. Dingley, 
said the latter had asserted that this 
extraordinary bill had been precipi­ 
tated upon the country and this extra­ 
ordinary spectacle created by the presi­ 
d e n t's message. 
In making this as­ 
sertion Mr. Dingley had not observed 
his usual care. 
The secretary of the 
treasury had positively 
stated 
that 
there was sufficient money in the treas­ 
ury to meet all obligations and that 
there was no necessity for imposing ad­ 
ditional burdens in the way of taxation. 
It was true, Mr. Crisp confessed, that 
the daily receipts were smaller than the 
daily expenses, but there was a surplus 
in the vaults of the treasury sufficient to 
meet any probable deficiency three 
times over. 
Mr. Crisp then proceeded 
to argue that the McKinley law had 
been responsible for 
whatever 
defi­ 
ciency there was. He instanced the 
fact that the receipts under this law 
had fallen off until during the four 
months preceding the inauguration of 
Mr. Cleveland there was a deficiency of 
over $4,000,000. 
Furthermore, he had 
understood Mr. Dingley to say that 
there had been no exportation of gold 
previous to th^ inauguration of the dem­ 
ocratic administration, whereas as a 
matter cf fact more than $5,800,000 of 
gold has been sent abroad during the 
nine months immediately preceding 
March, 1893. 
Mr. Hopkins (rep., III.) asked why, 
if the other side did not believe the 
pending bill would relieve the situation, 
had they not suggested some remedy. 
Why did not Mr. Crisp or Mr. McMil­ 
lin offer some suggestion in committee? 
Atter some oner remarks ny Mr. Ar 
nold (rep., Pa.) and Mr. Knox (rep., 
Mass.) Mr. Dolilver (rep., Iowa) closed 
the debate for 
the 
majority. 
His 
speech was a most eloquent effort. As 
he spoke the republicans crowded about 
him, and there was much applause and 
enthusiasm. 
Mr. Dollivfcr took his 
seat and the bill was put upon its pas­ 
sage, the vote being taken by yeas and 
nays. It was passed—205 to 81.

Vanishes in a Gale While Attempting 
•.* the Rescue [ of the Strathnevis — 
Peculiar Circumstances Connected 
with 
the 
Disappearance—Small 
Boat and Men Not Found. 
Fort 
Townsend, Wash., Dec. 27.— 
While the arrival of the steamer Strath- 
nevis after she had been given up as 
lost has removed much anxiety among 
shipping men, grave fears are now en­ 
tertained for the safety af the Austra­ 
lian steamer Miowera, which had the 
Strathnevis in tow five days. 
On the day before the Strathnevis was 
taken in tow Captain Pattie and his offi­ 
cers, after realizing how steadily abe 
was drifting to the southward, decided 
to head for San Francisco or some port 
in California. 
On the next day the 
Miowera hove fa sight and the plan waa 
changed. Immediately improvised yards 
were placed on the masts and all the 
spare canvas awnings were utilised for 
sails with more or less success. 
Much uneasiness is felt for the safety 
of the boat containing Purser McDon­ 
ald and four men, who left the steam­ 
er, intending to land on Destruction 
Island. Hope is held out that McDonald 
may have landed at Quailayle, an In­ 
dian village, in which event he woald 
not arrive here for weeks, as the trav­ 
eling on the coast at this time of the 
year is particularly dangerous. 
What has become of the Miowera is 
the serious question now confronting 
shipping men. 
The officers and crew 
of the Strathnevis refuse to believe that 
she would wantonly abandon them in 
such a perilous condition ten miles from 
a dangerous coast, and in a gale from 
the west. 
The captain of the Austra­ 
lian steamer said he would have to re­ 
turn to the sound for fuel, as the supply 
he had on hand woald not last for the 
voyage to Australia. The price of coal 
in Honolulu is $10 per tim. 
Another remarkable and very strange 
feature about the Miowera is that when 
her hawser parted she did not blow any 
danger signal blash The whistle on 
the Strathnevis was blown continuously 
at short intervals, bot no answer came. 
The Miowera is a valuable vessel, 
costing about $750,000, and is subsidized 
by the British government and the Aus­ 
tralian government to carry malls. The 
terms of the cantred forbid delays of 
any nature except to save life. If the 
Miowera is lost, her owners will be un­ 
able to collect any insurance, owing to 
the dangerous work she was engaged in 
while trying to save the Strathnevis.

against the Spaniards in the West Indies. 
In 15?2 he sailed forth with two ships to dev­ 
astate Spanish settlements in America. 
He returned to England bearing great 
prizes. Having obtained a glimpse of the 
Pacific ocean, his next enterprise was a 
buccaneering expedition in the western 
ocean. He plundered Chile and Peru and 
then attempted to find the northwest pass­ 
age into the Atlantic. Failing in that, he 
sailed across the Pacific, circumnavigating 
the globe. In honor of the achievement 
the queen dined on board his ship, knight 
ed him and made him commander of a fleet 
sent to “ singe the king of Spain’s beard.’ 
He destroyed IOO vessels in the harbor oi 
Cadiz. As vice admiral he helped defeat 
the Spanish armada in 1588. Drake died 
near Puerto Bello while out in an ill Starr 
cd expedition with Hawkins.

HE WENT TO DEATH 


PETER W. HARVEY DROWNED 
W HILE SKATING. 


Tried To Cross the River Near the 
Palmer Memorial Hospital Despite 
the Warnings of 
Friends—Body 
Recovered an Hour Later— Coro­ 
ner’s Jury Summoned. 


In the icy waters of Rock River, 
Peter W. Harvey, aged 28, a freight 
landler at the C. M. & St. Paul depot, 
met his death at 8:15 o’clock last even­ 
ing, while skating. 
The body was re­ 
covered an hour later and a coroner’s 
jury summoned.

he sank from sight. 
Nothing could 
be done to save him. 
A call was sent 
in for the ambulance, and the search 
for the body was begun. 
George Bar 
riage and Fred Blakely, who were 
dragging the river with hooks., finally 
found the body and brought it to the 
service. 
Ic was then taken to F. D. 
Kimball’s, where the coroners jury 
composed of Fred L. Clemons, John 
Brown, John C. Spencer, John M. Nel­ 
son, B. F. Crossett and W. E. Even- 
son, viewed it. 
Came From Indiana. 
Harvey come bere from Henryville, 
Indiana, where his parents reside. He 
had been*a resident of Janesville for 
six or seven years, and a short time 
ago joined Janesville Lodge No. 55, 
F. and A. M. 
He carried $1,000 life 
insurance, and was highly spoken of 
by all who knew him. He has a sister 
living at Louisville, Kentucky, and 
brother in the United States army. 
After viewing the remains, the in­ 
quest was adjourned until today at 
Justice M. S. Prichard’s office. 
Harvey’s parents reside four miles 
from Henryville on a farm.

grams notifying them of their son’s 
death were sent at once, but no an 
swei was received until 3:30 when a 
telegram came 
saying the

man’s father would reach Janesville 
tomorrow. 
After hearing some testimony the 
coroner’s jury brought in a verdict 
that “ the deceased met his death by 
accidental drowning while skating on 
Rock river. 
The dead man was industrious and 
thrifty and it is thought that be has 
Borne 1400 ia the bank saved from his 
salary of $ IO a month.

“There are only two things that hurt 
She bicycle business/’ said a man who 
irades in wheels to a New York Herald 
reporter. “One is the approach of win­ 
ier and the other a fatal accident to a 
rider. When I pick up a paper and see 
lhat a bicyclist has been killed I feel I 
im so much out of pocket. This is par­ 
ticularly true of women riders, who 
ire much more timid than men, and I 
have often had several of them come 
'n and cancel orders for wheels the day 
after a fatal accident was reported in 
the papers. 
“No woman rider, no m atter how ex­ 
pert she might be, should ride in a 
thoroughfare where there is heavy traf­ 
fic. They used to be much more careful 
In this respect, but now you see them 
dodging vehicles in the busiest streets, 
especially Broadway, where a fall is 
almost equivalent to a serious accident. 
Lexington avenue, which has been al­ 
ways a favorite route for brewery wag­ 
ons, is another place to avoid. 
The 
drivers of these wagons have been long 
noted for their recklessness. There is 
a fortune awaiting the man who can 
devise some scheme to put a stop to the 
cutting of prices. 
The regular trade 
discount on wheels averages 45 per 
cent. 
The small dealers pledge them­ 
selves not to sell below the catalogue 
price, but competition is so keen that 
one can buy a wheel anywhere for one- 
quarter off. The result is that dealers 
are complaining to the manufacturers 
against each other all the time. W hat 
seems the most probable solution of 
this problem is that some firm will put 
a good wheel on the market at such a 
low price that the big trade discounts 
will be at an end. 
The biggest cut 
has been in the prices charged for sun­ 
dries. Before the department stores be­ 
gan to sell them there was a profit of 
200 per cent, now it hardly pays to han­ 
dle them. There is still money in re­ 
pairing if a man understands his busi­ 
ness The charges run all the way from 
To cents to $10, a sum which will re­ 
pair a wheel that has been struck by 
anything short of a cyclone.”

Gus Mooney, a copyist in the county 
clerk’s office, is the handiest man with 
a pen in the new city hall, says the 
San Francisco Post. 
He performs all 
sorts of feats that to the ordinary man 
appear marvelous. He is ambidextrous 
and writes a most beautiful band, some 
times a fine Spencerian and other times 
a round back hand that is like copper 
plate. 
Mooney copies the wills filed 
into the record and usually writes the 
page on the left side of the open hook 
with his right hand and the next page 
with his left, so that he always has 
a rest for his arm. When he tires of 
writing a running hand he turns the 
book a little and writes page after page 
in his back hand style. 
Mooney can
